A complete review of the Washing- 


ton peace conference and its accom- 
plishments was made before the Rot-' 
ary club Monday noon by Simeon D. 
Fess, congressman from the Seventh, 
Ohio District. 


Fess dwelt for the greater part, on 


the reduction of expenses maintaining 
the government, which he says has 
been one result from the conference. 
He gave figures showing that in 1919 
tho federal government spent nineteen 
billion dollars, while it is estimated 
that the cost of 1922 will not exceed 
throe and one-bait billion. 


The heavy cost of 1919 was due to 


the war. With the advent of peace 
expenses began to fall, and since the 
peace conference, he said the expenses 
had been further reduced by the dis-, 
armament agreements. 


Fess is popularly kno-wn in Wash- 


ington as the "Scholar of the House." 
'Pals label was first attached because 
of his academic relations, 
by 
Sam 


Blytho in the Saturday Evening Post, 
as the man who put "Fess in Profes- 
sor." 
It is also due to the character 


of his public service. 


In 1914 ho was chosen by the house 


to deliver the memo-ial address of 
Lincoln's anniversary. This address 
v. as made a public document by order 
of the house, and ft as been used as a 
text in many schools tliruout the coun- 
try. 
Hr was similarly honored in 


1919 
when he deliveied the Washing- 


ton Memorial addr?ss.

This the president proceeded to do, in a carefully 


written speech, but the students are as unhappy as before. They 


. declare that, in spite of his assurances that he will safeguard 


academic freedom, what he proposes is no more nor less than 


' rigid censorship of visiting speakers and an atmosphere for the 
.faculty of such implicit menace that they are sure to be gravely 
•.hampered by it. 
Freedom of speech in institutions organized, developed and 


supported as are most American universities presents a problem 
of great difficulty. 
Most of our colleges are supported by pri- 


vate charity or by grants from state legislatures, and in either 
case the frame of mind of those who control the money is con- 
servative, and likely to be suspicious of any tendency toward 
ixmtspoken liberalism—to say nothing of radicalism. 


The college president who wants to build up his institution 


:in accordance with the familiar American formula is thus be- 
;tween the devil and the deep sea. If he encourages a fearless 
'.faculty, he doesn't get the money. If he gets rid of the courage- 
: ous and downright men among the instructors, he will lose the 
/students most worth retaining. In the long run the only course 
".an honorable and broad-minded administrator can follow is the 
'former: a university can get along without marble halls far bet- 
',ter than it can without free and brave spirits. 
- 
Before that decision is made, however, more than one col- 


lege president must pass thru such an unhappy experience as 
:President Atwood's, an experience educative but painful. 


Isolation Renounced 
T 


HE r?tifying of the four-Power treaty by the Senate was the 


most hopeful and significant event since the armistice. It 


presaged the taking of the United States out of the isolation 


and our participation in reasonable co-operative agree- 


ment's for disarmament, peace and human welfare. 


The crucial point in the fight over the work of the arms 


'.conference has been passed, the worst hazard has been sur- 
mounted. 
The main pact having been ratified, there is solid 


.ground for expectation that all the treaties will go thru with 
greater speed and larger majorities. The margin of victory was 
:,small, but the opposition was concentrated upon the four-Power 
treaty, which is the foundation of all the other work of the con- 
-.ference, and the opposition is defeated and broken. 


The treaty was ratified thru the support of Senator Under- 


."wood and the 11 Democrats who voted for ratification under 
"his leadership. Senator Underwood's record on the conference 
.and in the Senate is highly creditable. 
The attitude of the 


Democrats who stood with him is creditable. It demonstrated 
"their breadth of mind and public spirit that they joined with 
Republicans in the first step towards international co-operation 
for peace and disarmament since the war. 
It is to the discredit 


of the 23 Democrats that they stood against the treaty because 
it was a Republican measure and did not go as far in inter- 
, national co-operation for peace as the League of Nations. 


The reversal of the Republican party and the division in 


the Democratic party offers hope for further progress of the 
United States towards participation in international agreements 
.and efforts to rehabilitate industry and commerce and maintain 
the peace of the world. 


There is now a majority of Senators against selfish isola- 


tion, international suspicion and armament competition and for 
reasonable and beneficial co-operation for peace and world wel- 
fare. The Government may go on with a sound program for 
participation in conferences and accords with other nations to 
keep the peace and revive prosperous trade relations. There is 
no reason why the aspiration of the leaders and the rank and file 
of both parties for an association of nations for maintaining 
amicable and equitable international relations and establishing 
processes of peace which will reduce all armaments and mini- 
mize the chances of war shall not be realized. 


There is reason to hope that in the near future we will ioin 


in the covenant of peace under a bill of rights supplying reason- 
able safeguards against impairment of the nation's'sovereignty 
or control of national action. A decisive step has been taken bv 
the Senate.
